The Duke of Manchefter, not fatisfied with 
one phyfician, had feveral of the molt eminent called in; they 
ordered opium in very {mall quantities, to déaden the pain in 
the bowels, and to fettle the ftomiach, fo that the vomiviay cea- 
fing, the medicines might remain in it. The opiam /eemed to 
have produced all thefe effeéis ;.the bowels were completely re- 
lieved from pain ; the purging and vomiting ceafed, and the pa- 
tient appeared to be perfectly at eafe; the phyficians congraru- 
lated one another on the happy effect of the opium, and gave 
the ftrongeft hopes that Mr Maddifon would recover. But the 
parts lately effected were become infenfible: a gangrene had 
feized npon the bowels, and what ought to have alarmed the 
phyficians, lulled them into a falfe fecurity. About nine o'clock 
op Wednefday night he expired, after having borne with more 
than ftoick fortitade the molt exeruciating tortures ; he thewed 
nor the leat Tymptom oF joy when tans gave him ho 
of lifes and he betra y and, d ant “the 
courfe of his illnefs, the violence of his pain never extorted. 
from him a fingle expreffion of impatience. He was afked if 
he would not make a will? he faid there was no occafion; his 
relations were all wealthy, and he was fure they would nor 
quarrel about what property he fhould leave behind him ; fo he 
made no will. Tine Duke of Manchefter, Mr Hartley, and 
others, were ftrack with the fingular circumftances that attend- 
ed his cafe. If the convulfions had been preceded by any com- 
plaint that might have occafioned them, there would have been 
nothing furprifing in the cafe ; but the complaint inffantly ma- 
nifelted itfelf by convultions, and a total change ot the colour 
of the fkin, which became of a black or livid hue. It was re- 
folved therefore that the body fhould be opened, in order that 
it might, if poflible, be difcovered whether or not his death had 
been produced by poifon. The French Minilter, Comte de 
Vergennes, to whom the*fafpicions had been communicated, 
ordered the -King’s firtt fargeon, and alfo the furgeon of their 
Royal: Highneffes Mefdames de Trance, to-attend the opera- 
tion; it was performed by an Irifi furgeon, who found the 
duodenum (a-gut fo called) cotroded, and eaten into holes ; the 
faculty were of opinion, that the {ymptoms or appearance of the 
inteftines might have been produced by poifon; but they alfo 
agreed that they might have been produced w/thout. poifon 5 
and-they feemed to lean chiefly to the latter opinion; — bat ‘the 
fargeon who opeued the body did not hefitate to fay; that, in 
his opinion, Mr Maddifon’s complaint originated in fomething 
he had fwallowed ; whic» fomething, be it poifon or what, had 
occafioned his death ; and in order that if avy difcovery fhould 
be hereafrer made of any poifon being adminiftred ‘to him, 
there fhould remain fome convincing or of thé effet of it, 
the duodenum was taken out, and preferved in {pirits. ‘The body 
was removed this night from the 7fote/ du Park “Royal, where 
the deceafed expired, to the Swedith burying-groand,’ a little 
diflance from town, and was there depofited. It was carried 
in a hearfe, preceded by the chariot of the deceafed, and fol- 
lowed by two mourning coaches, the Duke ef Manchefter’s, 
and fome other geatlemen’s carriages. Government hére have be- 
haved with the greateft peony on the melancholy event ; 
and the Lieutenant General de Police has omitred nothing to 
bring to light the myftery, if any myftery there is io this affair.

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ULSTER VOLUNTEER ASSOCIATION. 

AT a meeting of Delegates of Volunteer Corps held at Dun- 
gannon, 8th September, 1783, 

Colonel James Srewaat, of the Tyrone regiment, 
in the Chair, 

The following refolutions were UNANIMOUSLY entefed into : 

I. Refalved unanimoufly, That freedom is the indefenfible 
birth-right of Iridhmen and Britons, derived from the Author 
of their being, and of which no poweg. on earth, much lefs a 
delegated power, hath a right to deprive them. 

Li. Relolved unanimoully, That they only are free, who are 
governed by no laws but thofe to which they affent, either by 
themfelves in perfon, or by their repreferitatives freely chofen, 
fabject to the controul, and frequeatly returning into the com- 
mon mafs of vonfticuents. 

III. Refolved ananimoafly, That the majority of oar Houfe 
‘of Commons is not chofen, by the people, but returned by the 
mandate of Peers or Commoners, either for indigent boroughs, 
where'fcarcely any inhabitants exilt, or confiderable cities and 
tows where the elective franchife is velted ina few, who are 
thus fuffered to place the highclt trults of fociety, againf? the 
interéft and will of the many, in the bands of men who {cldom 
act as if they ¢onfidered themfelves accountable fur their con- | 
duct to the people. ' 

IV. Refolved unanimoufly, That, by the ancient conftitu- 








tion-ef our Parliaments, elections of reprefentatives were for 
centuries annual, and in many inftances more i gg and the 
exercile of fuffrage, among freemen, more univerfal. 

V. Refolved unanimoufly, That every approach to thofe 
fandamental principles tends to a renovation of, not’an innova- 
tion in, the conftirution. 

VI. Refolved unanimoufly, That thé élective' franchife 
ought, of right, to extend to all thofe, and thofe only, who 
are likely tq exercife it, for the public good. . 

VII. -Refolved unanimonfly, That the prefeut inadequate 
reprefentation, and the long duration of Parliaments, deitroy 
that balance which, by our conftitution, fhould fubfilt between 
the three eftates of the Legiflature ; render the Commons’ 
Hoofe independent of the people ; procure certain majorities in 
favour of every Adminiftration, and threaten either an abfolute 
Monarchy, or, that {till more odious government, a tyrannical 
ariftocracy,
